flied with the bureau of motor ve­ 
hicles by farm ers of those sections. 
One letter requests Benjam in G.

The new truck, designed and con­ 
structed entirely by members of the 
fire company, is said to be unique in 
flre-ftghtmg apparatus. 
For gaso­ 
line and oil fires, for which it was 
primarily designed, the apparatus 
carries a foe mite generator with a 
capacity of 1560 gallons using only 
the water carried on the machine. 
Capacity Unlimited 
If a plug or stream is available, 
however, the truck s capacity is un­ 
limited and will be able to fight oil 
and gasoline fires indefinitely. 
In addition, the truck carries two 
40-gallon soda-acid chemical tanks 
and a pump capable of throwing 150 
gallons of water a m inute. The 
truck has been built so that both the 
chemical apparatus and the water 
pumps may work together if neces­ 
sary.

ECONOMY HITS 
SPANISH ARMY 


Officers, Men And equipment 
All Reduced By New 
Government. 


By George M. Johnson 


Madrid «AP)—The economy sickle 
of Gen. Manuel Azans, 8pain’s new 
minister of war. has cut a wide 
swath in the Spanish army. 
Its enlisted personnel 
has been 
slashed from 160,000 to 110,000, and 
its 27,000 majors, colonels and gen­ 
erals have been mowed down until 
there are left less than 10,000. 
This, it is calculated, 
will save 
$20,000,000 a year, 
but 
more 
far 
reaching, the general believes, will 
be three other results. 
One is that the reduction in the 
number of officers will weed out the 
less competent 
commanders 
and 
allow expenditures for better equip­ 
ment, thus 
making 
the 
reduced 
force adequate to 
cope with any 
emergency.

Another is that money previously 
wasted for military purposes can be 
diverted into public improvements 
and educational betteiment.

HOOVER SPEAKS 
AT MONUMENT 


President Rededicates Tomb 
Of Lincoln 
At 
Springfield. 


Springfield, 
111. 
(A P)— Another 
chapter of the Lincoln legend will 
be written here June 17 with the 
rededication by R esident Hoover of 
the historic tomb rising over the 
martyred president’s body. 
Mr. Hoover, the eighth chief ex­ 
ecutive to visit the monument, will 
view an interior which no president 
before him has seen. 
He will look upon a new sarcoph­ 
agus of solid red Ozark marble, ris­ 
ing from the rotunda floor nine feet 
above the spot where Lincoln’s body 
reposes, sealed in the heart of a 
huge boulder. 
Same Door G rant Used 
The exterior of the tomb appears 
today much the same as it did when 
President G rant dedicated it in 1874, 
and 
President 
Hoover 
will 
step 
through the small doorway through 
which G rant entered the sarcopha­ 
gus room. 
Inside, however, President Hoo­ 
ver will see previously unused and 
unfinished areas which, in the pres­ 
ent 
reconstruction 
process, 
have 
been decorated and made into gal­ 
leries of impressive beauty. 
Lining the interior are nine stat­ 
uettes of bronze, copies of famous 
Lincoln statues. 
Large Assemblage Expected 
The throng to gather at the tomb 
or the rededication is expected to 
be one of the largest assemblages 
ever to pay homage at the grave of 
one man. 
It will be a far cry from the little 
group that shuddered in the rain 
when the shaft originally was dedi­ 
cated. 
Historic events that form part of 
the Lincoln legend are to be retold, 
the aged members of the Grand 
Army of the Republic will relate 
tales of the Lincoln Guard of Hon­ 
or, whose members guarded the 
tomb for years. 
They will recall the attem pt to 
steal the body in 1876 and how nine 
members of the guard one midnight 
secretly removed the body from the 
sarcophagus and hid it in an under­ 
ground cellar in another part of 
the monument, where it remained 
for ten years, sometimes hidden, un­ 
der a blanket, sometimes under a 
heap of lumber. 
Ground for the monument’s foun­ 
dation was broken in 1869, but not 
until 1871 was it completed entirely. 
In 1896, two years after its dedica­ 
tion, the entire monument except 
the shaft was tom down and rebuilt 
on a bedrock foundation, with a 
new section added to the shaft.
